The American Vice-Consul at War- 
saw, Witold Fouchas, telegraphs that 
many stores, chiefly Russian, have 
been pillaged by Russians and that the 
shops and factories without exception 
are closed. <A general strike is in ef- 
fect. Those who are not willing to 
walk out are compelled to join the 
strike by threats. 

Mr. Fouchas saw no improvement in 
the situation up to last night and re- 
ported the receipt of bad news from 
Lodz and Radom. 

It is estimated that the number of 
killed-er wounded at Warsaw is about 
one hundred, which is a conservative 
estimate. 

The rioting in Poland will largely af- 
fect the economic situation. The fac- 
tories at Warsaw, Lodz, Petrokoff and 
other industrial centers In Poland have 
been compelled to gradually reduce 
their output and decrease their work- 


ing forces since the outbreak of the 


war, which has almost entirely closed 
the Siberian and Manchurian markets. 
The result has been that thousands of 
workmen have been thrown out of em- 
ployment for many months, furnishing 
a horde of hungry, dissatisfied, derper- 
ate men, among whom the news from 
St. Petersburg produced an outburst 
of riotous and incendiary spirits. It Is 
feared that a large proportion of these 
thousands may be utilized by the rev- 
olutionary organizations in 

which is the hotbed of Socialism. 

The Nashazpizn, a Liberal newespa-

More Than Five Hundred Seamen Quit 

North: Atlantic Squadron During 

Christmas Holidays.

NEW YORK, Jan.

Mr. Pxbtt of Connecticut presented a 
memorial from the Connecticut Legis- 
lature asking that his colleague, Sen- 
ator Joseph H. Hawley. be placed on 
the retired list of the army. on account 
of his record during the Civil War.

In addition to the bill jin- 
tended to correct the existing evil, 
which was introduced by Senator Platt 
of Connecticut, the Senate passed a 
bill intended to restrict the number of 
new corporations and removing the 
temptation to excessive capitalization. 
This it is proposed to do by requiring 
the payment of a fee of 40 cents on 
every thousand dollars of capital stock 
of new corporations. 

While this bill was under considera- 
tion, Mr. Bacon made inquiry as to 
whether it was intended to cure the 
evils relating to local corporations 
which had been pointed out by the 
President, and Mr. Gallinger replied 
that it would have a beneficial effect 
in regulating corporations organized in 
the future, but would not in any way 
regulate existing conditions. He added 


that some of the lawyers of the Senate} 


were giving attention to,the problem 
as it relates to present corporations. 

Following this colloquy, Mr. Platt in- 
troduced his bill, and on motion of Mr. 
Gallinger it was referred to the Judi- 
ciliary Committee. The reference to the 
President's mefsage was changed from 
the Committee on District of Columbia 
to the Judiciary Committee. On pre- 
senting the measure, Mr. Platt aaid 
that it did hot entirely suit his own 
views of the remedy.

ED TWELVE WIVES. 


Chief of Police O’ Neill Expresses 
His Opinion of Fohann cAdolph 
‘Hoch—Latter Has California His- 
tory—Anzxious to Go to Chicago, 


HICAGO, Jan. 31.—Chief of Po- 
& lice O'Neill today declared his 

belief that Johann Adolph Hoch, 
alleged to have been married to over 
a score of women, has murdered at 
least twelve of them. This statement 
was made by Chief O'Neill in a let- 
ter written by him to Capt. James J. 
Langan of the detective bureau of 
New York, in which he requested the 
police department of that city to fol- 
low a clew given through an anony- 
mous letter received by Inspector of 
Police Shippy from a woman living 
at the Belvidere Hotel, New York. In 
this letter, it is intimated that Hoch 
married two New York women whom 
he had abandoned. 

An attempt was made to have Hoch 
indicted by the grand jury on charges 
of wife abandoment and bigamy. The 
complainants were Mrs. Amelia Augus- 
ta Fischer Hoch, Mrs. .Anna Hen- 
drickson Hoch and Mrs. Marie Goerk 
Hoch. It was found, however, that 
in“ bigamy cases the wife cannot 
testify against her husband, and that 
witnesses to the marriages must be 
secured before the action can be taken. 

Dr. C. W. Lewke, the coroner's 
physician, said today ‘that he would 
ask for a continuance of the inquest 
over the body of Mre. Marie Welcker 


-Hoch, who-> death led to the revela- 


tions of the much-married life of 
Johann Hoch. The physician has not 
completed the chemical analysis of the 
woman's stomach, and will ask for 
more time. 

“There is a possibility of the analy- 
sis amounting to something,” said Dr. 
Lewke. “The chemical analysis, when 
completed, ought to settle the ques- 
tion whether the woman died naturally 
or not. After I finish my work an ex- 
prt will go over it, and will give 
me a confirmatory report. All this 
takes time.” 

Uniess the physician finds some 
trace of poison in the woman's 
stomach, hope of convicting Hoch of 
murder will be gone. There will, 
however, remain many charges of 
swindling and bigamy on which Hoch 
will be prosecuted. It probably will 
be two weeks before Hoch is brought 
pack to Chicago. 

Some details of the California end 
to the history of Hoch were learned 
by Police Inspector Wheeler today.

Francisco.”’ 

The letters were written by Hoch 
while in the Qalifornia city, and speak 
of the writer's love for the widow. 

SAN FRANCISCO VICTIM.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—A San 
Francisco woman has been added to 
the list of the dead wives of Johann 
Hoch, suspected of wife murder in 
Chicago. . Four yearé ago, the man 
lived in this city. He was married to 
a Miss Longhran, who kept a bakery 
on Bryant street. She died suddenly, 
of grief, her husband said, over their 
son's death. This son was killed in 
January, 1900, and Mrs. Hoch died 
soon afterwartl. Later, Hoch lived on 
Clay street, where it is alleged he 
courted the landlady’s daughter, while 
writing love letters to another woman 
in Chicago. At the same time, he said 
he was engaged to a rich widow in 
St. Louis, but he preferred to live in 
San Francisco. He stated that he was 
a Lutheran priest in the East, and 
later a liquor drummer in California. 

EAGER FOR CHICAGO.

SALT LAKE (Utah) Jan. 31.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] For seventy min- 
utes, the Utah State Senate, In execu- 
tive session this afternoon, debated 
the question of taking a trip to Los 
Angeles over the new Salt Lake route 
some time within the next thirty days. 
When the session terminated and the 
members respmed regular work, the 
announcement was made that the prop- 
osition was lost on a tle vote. 

The men who defeated the sugges- 
tion argued strongly against the ad- 
Visability of a junket. Those who fa- 
vored it denied in clear terms that it 
Was a junket, in the ordinary sense of 
the term. They set forth that the 
conditions were unusual; that two 
great commonwealths were about to be 
united by bands of steel; that new and 
profitable social and commercial rela- 
tions were soon to be established be- 
tween the people of two great States, 
and that an advantag@™o each must 
surely accrue as the result of severa! 
days being spent in Southern Cali- 
fornia. As a further argument, it was 
set forth that Utah had elected her 
United States Senator, and that there 
were but few new laws to pass. But 
the plea was not effective, as the tie 
vite showed, and it is be- 
lieved, for the additional reason that 
there had been no invitation from Los 
Angeles, or any of ita mutual or com- 
mercial bodies to indicate that. the 
trip would be a wholly welcome one. 

However, there is still a strong sen- 
timent prevailing in the direction 
the journey, and it is not at all im- 
probable that the same subject will 
come up for consideration within the 
next week, particularly as it is said 
that members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives are more than favorably dis- 
posed 10 make the trip. State Senator 
Simon Bamberger, who broached the 
subject this afternoon, and on whose 
motion the Senate went into executive 
Seesion to consider the matter, says 
he will bring the question up at least 
once more. As he is a member of no 
little influence with his brother Sena- 
tors, and as it is belleved that Gov.

Investigation of the Bribery

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 31.—Long 


fore 8 o'clock tonight, the time set for 
th investigation of the bribery charges 


against Senators E. J. Emmons of 
Kern; Harry Bunkers and Frank 
Prench of San Francisco, and Eli 


Wright of Santa Clara, the Supreme 
Court chamber, where the inquiry was 
to ‘have been held, was crowded to 
Standing room. While the largest por- 
tion of the crowd was ciamoring far 
edmittance, the special committee ap- 
pointed to conduct the investigation 
Came to order and soon after an- 
Bounced that the proceedings would be 
held in the’ Senate chambers. The Sen- 
ate lobby was soon filled with a cu- 
rious throng. and nearly all the mem- 
bers of the upper house occupied their 
regular seats. A large number of 
Women filled the seats in the gallery. 

The accused Senators took seats with 
their attorneys at the bar of the house. 
The investigating committee, composed 
Senators Belshaw ichairman,) Ral- 
ston, Rowell, Simpson and Diggs, oc-

On opening the proceeding, Chair- 
man Belshaw asked if William Corbin 
Was present. Corbin came to the front 
of the Senate, accompanied by Attor- 
neys Gould and Gavin McNab. Attor-

as Corbin had been sworn, he should 
be the first witness. Attorney McNab 
Siated that his client, Corbin, was ill, 
and the requested that other witnesses 
be examined first.

SECRETARY GRANGE’'S STORY.

from last Sunday as the go-between 
for these accused Senators. He also 
called on me a week from last Sat- 
urday. 

“After exchanging compliments, Jor- 
dan informed me that the Committee 
on Commissions -and Retrenchments of 
the State Senate had subpoenas out 
for the four big companies. He said the 
committee was open for business and 
wanted to know if I would pay any- 
thing for immunity. I told him that he 
would have to bring a definite proposi- 
tion from the committee. 

“Jordan said he would have to see 
the Senators again. We then made an 
appointment for 2 o'clock for a week 
from last Sunday. 

“Jordan said he could give all the 
companies immunity for $2000, and 
that be wanted a commission of $2000 
for himself. He further stated that he 
could not guarantee immunity for the 

aesociation for less thia 
$10,000 


“It. was. understood that all com- 
munications were to be signed ‘Bill 
Newell,’ “ went on Grange. “I then con- 
sulted with Mr. McNab, and we set 
the trap. In answer to a telegram sent 
from San Francisco to Sacramento, 
Jordan Trang. me up on the long-iis- 
tance telephone and I told him a ‘Bill 
Newell would call on him with the 
money. 

“l furnished one-half the money and 
Mr. Perrine gave the other half.

JORDAN WENT ON STRIKE. 

“When Tichner was first sent to Jor- 
-dan’s residence in Sacramento, a mis- 
take was made in taking down Jordan's 
residence address,’ stated McNab. 
“When Jordan was finally found he 
went on a strike, declaring he would 
not take a cent less than $250.” 

In answer to a question, McNab stated 
that the man to whom the money was 
passed in the Mills building was Moses 
Heinz, a deputy assessor of San Fran- 
cisco, 

McNab then displayed a key which 
he declared Jordan had given to Tich- 
ner with instructions that the latter 
Was to go into his room at No. 1116 
Seventh street, Sacramento, as freely 
as he pleased during the transaction. 

Fremont Older, managing editor of 
the Bulletin,.: next took the stand. At- 
torney Copeland objected to Older'’s 
testimony on the ground that ft was 
hearsay evidence. 

“The first I heard of this affair was 
a week ago last Sunday night,” said 
Older “when I was telephoned to by 
Gavin McNab. He wanted to know if

At 11:15 o'clock, Gavin McNab stated 
he had three other witnesses whom he 
would like to have examined. 

ROBERT ON THE STAND. 

At this juncture, Dent H. Robert, 
managing editor of the Examiner, was 
called as the next witness. He said: 

“Every statement in the Corbin af- 
fidavit, as far as it relates to me, is 
absolutely false.

RAISED HAT AS SIGNAL. 


George N. Tichner was the next wit- 
ness called.

I told him I had $150 and 
would give him $100 more later. Jordan 
told me he would go to the Senate 
chambers and get the Senators. 

“I told Jordan,” went on Tichner, 
“that I wanted to go to my hotel. We 
then left the room and walked up the 
stret together. 
man waching the house to see who 
should go in. When I again met Jor- 
dan the said he had been able to see

“At & o'clock that night, I met Jor- 
dan at Seventh ond K streets. He said 
all the Senators had agreed to take 
the money, with the exception of Sena- 
tor Emmons.

“I then telephoned Mr. Corbin that I 
had been unable to deliver the money 
personally. His answer was that I 
was to use my best judgment in the 
matter.

My next proposition was for Jordan to 
pase over the money so that I would 
be able to see the Senators take it.”

“At a few moments past 6 o'clock 
last Tuesday I called again at Jordan's 
continued Tichner.

“Jordan Was next to meet French 
and Wright. He told me that he could 
find them‘at a committee meeting to 
be held that night at No. 817 Tenth 
street. I stood at a corner, where Jor- 
din was a little late in meeting me. 
He rang the bell at the committee 
room. It a few moments he came out 
and said that the committee wags in 
session. He said that Wright and 
French would be looking for him and 
that we would go uptown. 

“PAID WRIGHT AND FRENCH.” 

“Later, Jordan met me and said that 
he had paid Wright and French. He 
suid that I made a mistake in the 
place of appointment. I then gave 
Jordan $150, telling him he would get 
$100 more later.” 

Tichner.then met a Mr. Russell, who 
hud been sent from San Francisco with 
the extra $100. This, Tichner said, he 
gave to Jordan. The two then had a 
bottle of wine and Tichner went to his 
sleeping car. 

When asked by Senator Ralston if he 
could identify the accused Senators, 
Tichner said he could. 

At midnight adjournment was taken 
by the committee of investigation un- 
til 2 o'clock tomorrow. 

After the adjournment had been an- 
nounced, Mayor Schmitz of San Fran- 
cisco said he wished to make a_ state- 
ment to the committee in regard to 
Statements made in the Corbin affida- 
vit. 

“I have never had anything to do 
with this affair,” said the Mayor. “I 
have never agreed to give Senator 
Bunkers, or anybody else a position at 
the request of the Examiner.”

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As a result of fifteen min- 
utes’ assiduous jog-rolling, the Los 
Angeles delegate today succeeded in 
passing through the Assembly Stan- 
ton’s bill which eliminates the word 
“felony” In that section of the Penal 
Code which prohibits county or munic- 
ipal treasurers depositing funds in other 
than county or city vaults. 

On the @rst vote, the measure was 
icst, but McCartney immediately 
moved for a roll call of the House. 
While this cumbersome process was 
being carried out, the Los Angeles del- 
egation scurried around and secured 
votes enough to put the measure 
through, the final vote being 48 in 
favor and 12 against. The entire San. 
Francisco delegation, with one or two 
exceptions, flopped to the “ayes.” 
Coghlin of the San Francisco delega- 
tion led the opposition in the first iIn- 
stance, but later advised his colleagues 
to vote fog the measure. 

Houser of Los Angeles explained the. 
bill. He said that the City Treasurer of 
Los Angeles, through the action of the 
grand jury, had been compelled to 4e- 
posit vast sums in safe-deposit vaults, 
the vaults of the city being neither se- 
cure nor adequate. This money had 
to be withdrawn from the city’s banks 
and had not the newspapers of Los 
Angeles handled the subject with gin- 
gerly-care a panic might have easily 
resulted from the withdrawal of such 
vast sums from the circulating medium 
of the city. 

Anthony of San Francisco said that 
the Constitution provided that county 
and city treasurers had to deposit 
their funds in the public treasury and 
that if the present safeguards were 
removed public moneys would tn many 
instances fall into the hands of un- 
scrupulous politicians. 

Stanton argued that while the pres- 
ent bill cannot be successfully carried 
out, under the Constitution, the con- 
stitutional amendment is to be sub- 
mitted to the vote of the people at the 
next gereral election, by which it is ex- 
pected that all public funds may be 
deposited tn the banks making the 
highest bid for the use. 

Treadwell of San’ Francisco called 
attention to the fact that the bill as 
now drawn is strictly unconstitutional 
and that, even omitting the word “fel- 
ony/’ a treasurer who deposits public 
funds in banks would be amenable to 
punishment. 

DRAINING NORTHERN LAKES. 

Senator Coggins’s bill 
mission to the Federal government to 
drain Klamath, Tule, Goose and Clear 
lakes, in the northern part of the State, 
and ceding the land uncovered by the 
drainage to the Federal government, 
passed the Assembly this morning and 
had it not been for Pryor’s motion to 
reconsider, the vote would have gone

Mark Keppel’s ‘Amendment is 
to be Presented. 


'Los ‘Angeles W ants Her Part 
of State Fund. 


County Superintendent of Schools 
Keppel is the father of a scheme for 
the equalization of the distribution of 
the State schoo! fund, in opposition to 
the bill now pending before the Legis- 
lature and raise a might howl in San 
Francisco. 

At a meeting of the local superinten- 
dents of schools held yesterday after- 
noon in the library reom of the County 
Superinendent his programme was 
heartily indurged and Mr. Keppel was 
appointed a committee of one to go 
toe Sacramento to fight’the bill now 
pending. He will leave today. 

Keppel's counter-scheme provides 
for the distribution of the State schoo! 
funds on the busia of the twial number 
of months taught in each county by all 
the teachers employed. It is the in- 
tention to attempt tv tack an amend- 
ment on the bill now pending which 

-will introduce this method, or at least 
secure a compromise, If this falls, an 
entirely new bill will be presented and 
the matter will be fought vut on its 
m rite. 

The bill new pending provides $300 
from the Siate echeul fund for each 
teacher allowed by law in every coun- 
ty, but it was the consensus of opin- 
jon At the meeting yesterday that this 
bi’ is unfair and that it does nut ex- 
press the Governer’s idea as clusely 
it should. 

Tae issue was brought up by an at- 
fempt of the atheol men to obtain 
more money from the State for the 
Support of the schools. Gov. Pardee 
went.into the matter thoroughly and 
decided that no more money could be 
allowed for the reason that the tax 
rate would not siand it.

If the bill now pending before the 
L. gisiature is cartied Los Angeles 
county will lose from its State stipend 
$27,000, figured on last year's basis, or 
even more than thie amount if figured 
on this year’s basis. It was the pur- 


pose of the Governor that the bill 
framed by State Superintendent of 
Schools Kirk, at his request, should 


make the loss fall on those counties 
that were getting more than they are 
entitied to. it San Francisco 
would get $93,000 for teachers she does 
net employ. while Los Angeles would 
get nothing for 341 teachers which she 
does employ ihat are net provided for 
by iaw. 
SAN FRANCISCO'S SNAP. 

Ry law San Francisco is allowed 1306 
teachers, bul she does not employ but 
996. Los Angeles is allowed 700 teach 
ere. but she employs 1131. The resuit is 


- that while Los Angeles is educating the 


same number of children as San Fran- 
cisco, she would get $446,000, while San 
Francisco would get $649,000. There are 
138 school districts in Los Angeles 
county, while San Francisco ‘s taken 
as one district. Last year |vs Angeles 
county received 13.3 per cent. of the 
Siate achool fund and educated 16.6 per 
cent. of the children of the State. San 
Francisco received 22 per cent. of the 
fend, but only educated 17 per cent. of 
the children. In the whole State 50 per 
cent. of the children are being taught 
in the public schools; Los Angeles 
eounty is educating 57 per cent. of her 
ebildren, while San Francisco is edu- 
eating only 36 per cent. .These figures 
are borne out by official Statistics and 
shew conclusively the unfairness of 
Francisco's haul of $93,000 for 
teachers that she does not employ and 
the loss of $27,000 to Los Angeles, un- 
der the bill now pending. 

“A law that is not bused on common 
sense should not be enacted,” said 
Mark Keppel lust night. “San Fran- 
cisco is practically the only district 
that does not employ the number of 
teachers allowed by law, while Los An- 
geles is practically the only county 
that employs more teachers than are 
aiiowed her. he reason for this dif- 
ference is that the San Francisco 
schools all have large classes and that 
she only educates 26 per cent. of her 
children, while in Los Angeles county 
the schoo! clusses are small, often but 
fourteen pupils to a class in the coun- 
try districts. and the county educates 
67 per cent. of its children. This is not 
a question of how much money the 
the State 
school fuhd, but how much each county 
fa entitied to. It is simply political 
graft that leads to the unfairness. For 
school purposes Los Angeles city pays 
a county tax of 22 cents, a State tax of 
18 cents and a city tax of 15 cents, 
making a total of 63 cents. San 
Francisco pays a State tax of 
18 cents and a county tax of 6% cents, 
or @ total of 24% cents, still under the 
bill now pending she will get $93,000 for 
teachers she does not employ. There 
are country districts in the county that 
are paying a tux of $1.60 for school 
purposes.” 

THE CONTRAST. 

Here is the contrast between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles as to the 
amounts each city would get under the 
three methods:

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INCH ALLEGED 
HOLD-UP. GANG. 


SUSPECTED BAD MEN ARRESTED 


IN LONG BEACH. 


Officers are Informed ef Scheme of 
Rebbery Part of Which is Carried 
Out, but Evidence is Lacking and 
Prisoners are Released With Ad- 
monition te Leave Town. 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 31.—By the ar- 
rest of three young men late yester- 
day afternoon Marshal Conklin and 
Officers Stevens and Breiten probably 
prevented a series of hold ups in this 
elity and perhaps tragedy, taking into 
consideration the apparent reckless- 
ness and desperade demeanor of the 
suspects. At the same time the officers 
secured evidence that leads them to 
believe that they also had solved the 
mystery of a series of calf-stealings 
from ranchmen on the outskirts of the 
city, which have been gving on for 
sometiine, 

Unfortunately the ranchman whose 
loss Was the greatest refuses to take 
the treuble to prosecute and the 
charge of intended holdups is not sup- 
ported by facts, but only by the story 
of one who was solicited to become a 
member of the gang. Under these cir- 
cumstances the suspects “were re- 
leased this morning with an admont- 
tion that the climate of Long Beach 
Was extremely unhealihy fer certain 
peuple. 

The story as it came to Marshal 
Conklin wus a mild one more like dime 
nevel fiction, but esptonage of the trio 
made the officers satisfied that crime 
was intended and the arrests followed. 

One day last week the young man 
whe peached was approached by a 
joung fellow with whom fe hai a 
nedding aceuaintance. In conversa- 
tion the fact came out that both were 
short of funds and then followed a 
propesition to get some “easy” money. 
The tirst young man expressed his 
willingness and the ether then unfolded 
a scheme to hold up a Frenchman who 
lives on California street. He said he 
knew were he kept his money, and a 
simple threat of violence would resul: 
in their getting the hoard. But he 
knew even easier money than that, he 
said. Biliy Faber and James Stevens 
proprietor of the Palace barbershop, he 
said, always carried two or four hun- 
dred dollars with them and it would be 
no trick to stick a gun in their face 
and relieve them of the coin. He prom- 
ised to meet his new found accomplice 
Monday and plan the attack, 

“If you are not game,” he concluded, 
“gay so and I'll get my pal from Santa 
Monica who will help in the trick.” 

He was assurei that the gameness 
was all there and then asked if his 
friend could use a calf. He was 
answered in the affirmative, but doubt 
Sern as to his ability to butcher 

“Oh that will be all right,” was the 
reply, “will take it to —-—— house,” (us- 
ing the name of the Santa Monica pal.) 
He then told of the calf stealing which 
has been a mystery to the officers anJj 
how easy it was, 

After further taik the two separated, 
with a parting admonition to the new 
partner to “get a gun and shove it in 
Stevens's face and we'll do the rest.” 

It happened that Billy Faber is a 
friend of the new pariner. He lost no 
time in “putting him wise’ and Billy 
told the officers. The young deaperedo 
was trailed and Sunday afternoon his 
Santa Monica pal showed up and the 
two were promptiy under surveillance. 
They found Stevens and followed him 
twice clear to his home, being in turn 
trailed by the Jeputies. Having fully 
satisfied themselves of the evident In- 
tention of the fellow they were arrested 
and placed in jail, while the officers 
went after a third member of the gang 
who lives outside the city. Questioned 
they denied the story of the informer 
and with the failure of the victimized 
ranchman to take any interest in the 
case, the officers could do nothing, but 
turn them loose with a warning to 
skip. Their names and descriptions 
will be sent to Los Angeles an’ neigh- 
boring towns and the authorities 
warned against them. 


SALTS OF POTASH? 
DUFFIE WANTS DAMAGES. 

On the night of February 9 of last 
year, B. C. Duffle, who is the local 
agent for the National Cash Register, 
and who at that time lived on Figueroa 
street, felt under the weather.

The boldness of their crimes is 
startling. 

Early yesterday morning an attempt 
Was made to kill a man for his money 
in the middie of town within 100 feet 
of a depot filled with men.

“the front” on the construction trains. 

One of the spotters was a handsome 
young fellow with a certain artic 
carelessness of dress. His face was 
stamped with vice. He watched the 
men along the main street like a cat.

Hande He Gves Battle—Thinks He 
Winged One of Pair ind Flight. 


Waylaid by two bighwaymen who 
undoubtedly knew him and wWere 
familiar with his habits, William 
Powell riot only refused their com- 
mand that he throw up his hands, but, 
drawing his revolver, fireil upon them. 
The shots were returned and for a few 
moments there was a lively pistol duel. 


stuffy little station house waiting for 
the 2 o'clock Overland on the Santa Fé. 
They had been drinking, most of them. 
The air was vile with foul breath: 
many of the men were drunk. One, 
playing the conductor, was signaling 
to an imaginary engineer and yelling 
“All aboard.” 

Came this good looking young man 
to the doorway.

“Aleck wants to sée you,” he said. 

The old man got up and walked out 
iuto the night. The men saw him dis- 
appear into the darkness toward the 
town, 

In a minute the night rang with ‘his 
agonized cries for help. He screamed 
like some maimed animal. 

ATTEMPTS AT MURDER. 

While the men waited, horrified, the 
old man came staggering back into the 
circle of light about the depot; he was 
gushing blood from a wound on his 
head; the gore streamed over his face 
and clothes. 

He said that he had gohe out inno- 
eently, not knowing who Aleck waa. 
When he got into the darkness, a man 
stepped up to him and struck him re- 
peatediy about the head with some in- 
strument; he thought it was a heavy 
rock, but was not sure. He said he 
thought his assailant was the man who 
was pretending to be drunk and who 
was signaling the imaginary engineer. 
-The old man is named Otto Heyer: 
he lives at Daggett most of the time, 
but had been out at “the front,” work- 
ing for a contractor; had poison in 
one of his hands and was on his way to 
the city to the hospital to be treated. 
He was sober when the attempt was 
made to put him out. 

The night before, an attempt was 
made to kill a bartender in one of the 
saloons of the town. 

On the day of this attempt on old 
Otto, there were probably more drunk- 
en men in Daggett than the entire per- 
manent population of the town. 

The two officers and the respectable 
inhabitants are doing their best to pre- 
serve law and order, but they are al- 
most helpless in the face of these dead- 
falls. 

Fallen women are drifting in from 
Los Angeles to have a share in the 
harvest. 

Their boldness is only equaled by the 

male thugs. They are to be seen in 
broad daylight standing on the porches 
of their vile little ,dives in brilliant 
wra 
Yesterday one of the men from the 
“front,” money to burn, started on the 
rounds of the town with one of these 
women, both drinking hard.at every 
joint. 

He stated to a Times man that, when 
he was partly under the influence of 
liquor, two of the woman's male asso- 
clates fell upon him; they made a sud- 
den rush for him in one of the bawdy 
houses. One of them beat him over 
the head with a beer bottle; the other 
fought him tooth and nail, at last get- 
ting the man’s finger beneath his teeth 
and nearly biting it off. 

The laborer was an unusually strong 
man, however. He managed to ficht 
them off. He had a finger nearly sev- 
ered and a wounded head as proof of 
his story. 

The night was a howling pandemo- 
nium of drunken men staggering about, 
howling and Oghting. The street was 
fairly reeling with jags. 

More crime and more deadfalis, it is 
feared, are coming.

The fight ocurred at 4:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning at the city pound, cor- 
ner Porter street and Santa Fé avenue, 
Investigation yesterday by the police 
disclosed evidence of the fierceness of 
the battle.

The robbers returned the fire imme- 
diately, but Powell jumped to the rear 
of his hack and continued shooting 
from there. The battle was over in 
less than a minute but was lively while 
it lasted. At Powell's third stot one 
of the robbers gave a cry and re- 
treated. A moment later, the other 
robber, after firing another shot, also 
started to run. 

Powell followed and saw the men 
scale a high board fence. He fired two 
more shots at them. His gun was 
then empty and he did not dare to 
follow until he had secured a supply 
of cartridges and reloaded his weapon.

GREAT OSTROM MEETING. 

Perhaps the most intense and strong- 
est personality in the evangelistic corps

Something of the attractiveness of 
the evangetist in the Second District 
was refiected in the large audience that 
filled the lower part of Immanuel 
Church last night, notwithstanding the 
rain, and in the 175 persons who rose 
in response to his call. 

“We are ae oa a cheap re- 
ligion,” said Dr. rom.

that but one will be more satisfactory 
te the employer than the others. We 
Submit that our civil-service scheme 
ie designed to secure the appointment 
and selection in the service of the city 
of competent and worthy empioyés, 
and to that end the Civil Service Com- 
mission i# made the judge of compe- 
tence’ and fitness. But nothing in the 
charter indicates that the commission 
ie to be made the appointing power— 
and yet. @ it certifies only one name 
for each vacancy when severa! names 
ate available and the head of the de- 

riment in which the vacancy exists 

bound t6 appoint the person named. 
the commission becomes the appoint- 


ing power. 

“The charter gives the head of a 
Gepartment the right of exercising such 
preference, and we think he should be 
allowed to use it openly, and not by 
indirection or subterfuge. 

“We respectfully request that. «> far 
ae our respective departments are con- 
cerned, vou will, when the condition 
of the #@ligible list permits, certify at 
least two names in rcsponse to such 
notification of 4 vacancy to be filied.” 

Chairman Thomas favored granting 
the request of the department heads. 
"Tt was the abuse of the privilege of 
Selecting one from two or more ap- 
pitcants that caused this rule to be 
adopted.” said Mr. Thomas. “If the 
Gepartment heads now feel that ther 
can get better deputies by the abroga- 
tion of thie rule, I am willing to sus- 
pend ite operation for a time.” 

Commissioner McCutcheon gave the 
requisite notice that at the next meet- 
ine of the commission he would move 
for an amendment of the rules, grant- 
ina the request of the protestants. 

Commissioner Haynes objected. He

HIDDEN FEATURE OF A DIVORCE 
CASE BROUGHT OUT. 


Mrs. Evans of Pasadena Gets De- 
cree, but Maid Has to Make Rather 


Explicit 


Mrs. Katherine H. Evans of Pasadena 
swept gracefully into Judge York's 
court yesterday morning to get her di- 
voree, as per understanding with Elli- 
eott Evans. The ground was desertion 
undisputed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Evans have occupied a 

residence on Bellefontaine 
avenue, Pasadena. She has not yet at- 
tained to anything like middle age, 
though married about eleven years 
For six years they .resided at Buffalo, 
N. Y., and came to California in 1901. 
Yesterday Mrs. Evans was gowned 
handsomely and her hat was 4 mass 
of violets that set off her dark type of 
face effectively. 

Evans wae represented by counsel, 

but only for the purpose of watching 
proceedings. There was no objection 
to the divorce, and the future of the 
three children had been arranged out- 
side of court. But a tiny slip in the 
testimony prompted the court to make 
clos: inquiry, and developed something 
more to the case than merely deser- 
tion. 
Mre. Evans anewered the prelimi- 
nary questions and then stated that 
her husband had ceased to share her 
apartment in September, 1903, and had 
since occupted another room. 

That was all te the actual com- 
plaint; and this bare fact was testified 
to by Miss Ama Stuttle, who at the 
time was maid to Mra. Evans, and 
Miss Jennie Marsden, the nurse. But 
the court wanted to know what 
prompted the husband to separate him- 
pelf from his wife. Mra. Evans was 
questioned this line and inectden- 
tally mentioned that her husband ob- 
jected to certain of her companions, 
and that there was friction over money 
matters. 

At the mention of money matters 
counsel for Evans interposed. He 
claimed that no such issue had beer. 
raised in the complaint, and that be- 
ing conceded Attorney O'Melveny had 
to hark back to the desertion clause. 
Mrs. Evans had little more to say 
about that, and Miss Stuttle was re- 
called. The maid was more communi- 
cative. The court got her to simmer 
Evans's particular objections to his 
wife's companionship down to one per- 
son, She knew the particular person 
Evans objected to. No, she said, it was 
not a woman, it was a man. she 
was asked his name. She said it was

The practical completion of the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railway, the graphic details of 
which were given in yesterday's issue 
of The Times, marks an epoch in the 
history of the Southwest. The 
achievement binds in closer bonds of 
mutual commercial interest two great 
and growing sections of our common 
country and brings the splendid me 
tropolis of Utah within easy hail of 
the metropolis of the Southwest. It 
beats @ pathway and biazes a trail 
across the primeval deserts, opens 
up & mining country richer in prom- 
ise than Golconda, gives mighty un- 
touched forests to the woodman's ax, 
and breathes the breath of life into 
the dead and solemn wastes of the 
ages. 

The ratiroad is, after all, the’ great 

civilizer, as it is also the great bond- 
welder. These new tracks of steel 
that now shall bear the flying wheel 
and bold on its swift course the pant- 
ing. steed of iron, shall be the means 
of making habitable many a savage 
place, and they shall bring the 
miracies of progress into the long- 
dormant veins of a land that lay 
asleep.

Mme. Eugenia Mantelli, justly emi- 
nent as a dramatic mezzo-soprano, 
upened a two days’ engagement in op- 
eratic repertoire at Temple Auditorium 
lazt evening. In her performance she 
exemplified robust art, a gorgeous nat- 
ural voice, consummate training and 
intelligent discretion. Her supporting 
company is inferior to her, both in 
voice and dramatic talent. 

The evening's programme consisted of 

ve scenes from “li Trovatore,”” done 
in costume, and with scenery. Walter 
Wheatley, a young American tenor, 
was seen as Manrico; Achille Alberti, 
a celebrated Italian baritone of a gen- 
eration ago, impersonated Count Di 
Luna, and Mme. Helen Noldi took the 
role of Leondora. Mme. Mantelli herself 
Played Azucena, giving a magnificent 
impersonation. 

Indeed, Mantelit's Agucena ranks well 
with any which has ever been seen in 
this city. The woman herself is of in- 
tense personality, and has won for her 
art all the subtietieg ofthe genuine 
actress. Her movements are graceful, 
and her postures are never strained-—- 
they are part of the natural picture. 
Her voice is still superb, though she 
has been singing leading roles in grand 
opera for Many seasons. Its best com- 
pass is of course in the middie régister, 
and her lower tones are of centralte 
depth and quality. 

Beside Mme. Mantelli, Wheatley 
Made the most success. Hid voice evi- 
dently lacks proper training, but it is 
of sweet lyric quality, and is ef genu- 
ine beauty when not forced. Alberti ie 
past his prime, and though he sings 
with dramatic fury, his notes have jost 
the power and splendor that once wet 
theirs.

Also ‘Admits That He Spent 
Term in Jail, 


Predicament of an “Express” 
Editorial Page Writer. 


One of Howton-Haynes Gang 
a Proven Thief 


The mills of the gods grind slowly, 
but the stones are Bometimes exceed- 
ingly rough. 

Rebert A.. Taylor, editorial 
page writer, officer of the so-called 
Good Government League, and the orig- 
inal Howton man in the Sixth Ward, 
pesterday afternoon cringed before the 
“ivil Service Commission, a self-con- 
feseed perjurer and jail bird, while R. 
4. Adeock, his attorney, pleaded with 
luc commission to be merciful because 
“Bub hag never been right bright. He 
is cowardly by nature and not as truth- 
Tul as he ought to be.” 

Tuylor stands convicted before the 
Civil Service Commission of perjuring 
himeelf for the sake of a place as sewer 
flusher in the street department. In his 
Written affidavit on which he was per- 
Mitted to take the civil-service exami- 
nation, Taylor swore that he had never 
Served a term in prison and had never 
been convicted of any crime. 

Filed with the Civil Service Commis- 
sicn was @ transcript of the court rec- 
ords for the year 1886. This transcript 
showed that R. A. Taylor was arrested 
tor petty larceny on November 4, 1896, 
the offense being the theft of ten boxes 
of applies; that on November 10 he 
pleaded guilty to the charge, that the 
jury was discharged without hearing 
the trial, that Justice Pierce sentenced 
Tevior to ten days m the County Jail. 

Taylor served his sentence. 

Other transcripts of court records 
show that Taylor was arrested Decem- 
ber 15, 1896, on a charge of perjury in 
giving testimony in a divorce case, but 
that he was afterwards released on ha- 
beas corpus proceedings on the grounds 
that his testimony had been immaterial. 

COUNTERFSEITER, TOO. 

Charges filed with the commission are 
that Taylor was at one time mixed up 
with a gang of counterfeiters in Phila- 
deiphia, and that he perjured himeell 
in Los Angeles country a few years ago 
by swearing that he had been in this 
country five years in order to get nat- 
uraligation papers when he had not 
been here that length of time. 

Taylor admitted that he had served 
time in the County Jalil for stealing 
the apples. He asked the commission to 
excuse him because he thought itt 
didn’t matter much when he wrote “no” 
in that affidavit when he meant “yes.” 

Attorney Adcock'’s entire piea for 
Taylor was that he was not much more 
than half-witted, and should not be 
held responsible for what he did. 

Since December 27 of last year Tay- 
jor has been serving as sewer flusher 
in the street department. He be cged

But other informa- 
tion had crept te the ears of the com- 
missioners to the effect that while Tay- 
lor was posing as 4 reformer aji last 
summer, writing articles for the Ex- 
press, which were printed on the edi- 
torial page, but for whieh he was 
never paid, and campaigning for How- 
ton, it was this aged father and mother 
who were keeping him. 
DR. HAYNES STANDS IN. 

Commissioner Haynes was visibly 
affected by Taylor's defense. He told 
the other commissioners that it was «a 
ease in which the commission should 
be lenient; that the only question to 
consider was whether Taylor was 
bright enough to make a good sewer 
flusher. He did not think the fact 


that Tayler had jured himeelf be- 
fore the cemmnieeion should interfere 


with his job. 

Fifteen minutes before Haynes had 
held up hie hands in plows horror Waeu 
Commiasioner Edelman moved that 
Robert Hayhurst be permitted to take 
a civil-service examination for a place 
in the health department. Hayhurst 
was diemiseed from the street depart- 
ment by the Civil Service Commission 
four months ago because he had been 
seen at the poils with a precinct book 
in his hand, 

haynes said that Hayhurst's offense | 
was a “flagrant violation, and should 
not be condoned:” but as Taylor had 
done nothing more serious than to per- 
jure himself, the commission ought to 
deal lenientiy with him. 

Commissioner McCutcheon started a 
rather tart rejoinder to Haynes's de- 
fense of Taylor, but caught part of it 
before it was fairly launched, and 
contented himself with suggesting that 
the Taylor matter go over one week 
for further investigation. 

Haynes looked exceedingly pained at 
this attitude of a brother commission- 
er, but Edelman and Thomas promptiy 
sided with McCutcheon, and Taylor's 
examination was continued until next 


ay.

Fighters of Tuberculosis Say Such In- 
stitutions are Benefit to the 
Communities. 


In ite endeavor to prove that the 
establishment of sanatoriums for con- 
sumptives is not injurious to the com- 
munities in which they may be lo- 
cated, the Nationa! Association for the 


has sent out from its New York office 
an extract from the annual report of 
the Massachusetts State Sanatorium 
at Rutland. The experience at this 
hospital causes the authorities of the 
association to remark that such com- 
munties do not suffer either from the 
standpoint of health or finance. 

The report shows that new houses 
and improvements with a tax valua- 


rium in 189%. Farms, small homesteads 
and village houses in the vicinity have 
incre in value and at all times are 
in 4 nd. There also is an unpre- 
cedented demand for skilled and un- 
skilled labor. The Assessors books 
valuation of the 


coming of the sanatorium. 

It is shown further im the report 
that the establishment of the sanate- 
rium made it possible for Rutland to 
Install a public water system, the iIn- 
stitution peying one-half the rental 
and making the system self-support- 
. The number of inhabitants of the 
town increased nearly 5? per cent. 

As to public health, the information 
given in the report is to the effect 
that it has not suffered. On the other 
hand, it is shown that the deaths from 
tuberculosis in Rutland have decreased 
since the opening of icc inetitution. 
In ‘six years following that event but 
eight deaths were due to that disease, 
while there were eleven deaths in the 
six years immediately preceding. This 
record, in the face of increased - 
tion, is pointed to as an in 
favor of the sanatorium.
